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FAMILY EXPRESS PROGRAMS AT THE ART MUSEUM 

At The Qeveland Museum of Art, families can have fun and learn about art— without 
breaking their budgets or crowding their schedules-by participating in a monthly drop-in event 
called Family Express. Children and adults of all ages are welcome, 3:00-4:30 pm, the third 
Sunday each month, at Family Express art activities related to the Museum collection and special 
exhibitions. Participants do not have to pre-register or pay a fee for the instruction or materials, 
nor need they feel obligated to arrive at 3:00 pm or stay until the end. 

Increasingly successful since its inception in July 1989— occasionally drawing more than a 
hundred participants and spectators, from Museum regulars to out-of-towners-Fa/wl/y Express 
usually takes place in lobby areas of the Museum where a boisterous group wielding cardboard, 
paste, or watcrcolors can safely gather without endangering the works of art that are their 
inspiration. Handouts, tailored to each month’s event, serve as self-guided Museum tours for 
families before or after Family Express; handouts are available from 1:30 pm at the North Lobby 
information desk, or during the event from Family Express leaders. In planning Family Express 
programs, coordinator Julie Hoover Mailey and curator of adult programs Maijorie Williams 
incorporate materials that are inexpensive, safe, non-toxic, and easy to find, in case parents want to 
recreate a similar project at home. 

Dates and themes for this autumn’s Family Express programs follow. Admission to the 
Museum and to all Family Express programs is free. 
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September 15 
Magic Carpet 

Beautiful borders and geometric fields of flowers in Islamic carpets become gardens for imaginary 
travel. Participants use arabesques and rosettes to create their own magic carpet design from cut 
paper. 

October 20 
Let's Raku 

Participants learn about the glazing and firing of Japanese-style ceramics during this workshop, 
held outside the Museum’s north entrance, led by sculptor George Woideck. 

November 17 

Ink Painting Demonstration and Workshop 

Participants learn Asian painting by watching Chinese artist Jean Chen paint, then trying their own 
hands at this ancient tradition. 

December 15 
Stained Glass 

An elegant Tiffany window and the colorful glass of medieval cathedrals provide inspiration for 
stained-glass-like designs made from transparent paper.
